Brazil Mosquitoes Under Fire 
By All The Forces of Science .,. 


A bloodless but deadly war that 
can end only in a stalemate is being 
fought in Brazil, 

Weapons used so far in the-10-year 
battle between man and insect in- 
cludes axes, DDT and BHC insecti- 
cides, helicopters, radio-activating 
mosquitoes and adjustable aluminum 
tubes that “shoot” insects in 100- 
foot-high Bromelia-Kertezia plants, 

When the stalemate is reached, 
however, it will be victorious for man 
over insects which transmit such 
vicious diseases as maiaria and ex- 
tremely fatal Chagas illness, 

The war is being directed by Dr. 
Mario Pinotti, scientist-director of 
the Malaria national service of the 
Brazil ministry of health and+educa- 
tion, One of his “five star generals” 
is in North America on a vital mis- 
sion, 

He is Paul Barragat, brilliant, 28- 
year-old chemist of the research lab- 
oratory of the malariology institute, 
Rio de Janeiro. He is a World Health 
Organization fellow working in con- 
junction with the U.S. public health 
service, 

Most effective weapon found to 
date for use against malaria-bearing 
mosquitoes is DDT. Barragat’s mis- 
sion is to study production of DDT 
and handling and use of radio-tracers 
in the study of life, habits and 
travels of mosquitoes, 

He visited several DDT plants and 
spent several weeks at the radioiso- 
topes laboratory of Case Institute of 
Technology in Cleveland, 

Last year Brazil used 1,500 tons 
of DDT for malarial control, more 
than the U.S, and Canada combined 
used for the same purpose. Far more 
than that is needed, however, to 
drive malaria mosquitoes back into 
the swamps and jungles, and keep 
them there, 

So far the U.S, has provided most 
of the DDT used by Brazil. The sup- 
ply is limited now because the Unit- 
ed States is stockpiling DDT for a 
possible World War III. 

Brazil's answer to the problem of 
supply is being prepared by Barragat 
—construction of a DDT factory at 
a still-undecided site in Brazil. An- 
other problem, of course, is financ- 
ing the project. 

Application of DDT to fight the 
mosquitoes is a problem, too. In the 
south, for instance, the mosquitoes 
lay their eggs in stagnant water held 
in leaves of Bromelia-Kertezia, plants 
that grow 100 feet high close to 
trees, DDT-spraying helicopters were 
tried, but the leaves of trees protect- 
ed the plant leaves. 

Chopping down the plants was suc- 
cessful, but a never-ending task for 
an army of laborers. An aluminum 
tube to spray the- Bromelia-Kertezia 
leaves was developed and was suc- 
cessful, too, on a limited scale, 

But monthly rains wash away. the 
DDT and refill the cup-like leaves. 

In spite of all these natural ob- 
stacles, Barragat says when enough 
DDT is available, the mosquitoes can 
be pushed back to the swamps, away 
from cities and towns, and kept 
there, 

One of the unusual things discov- 
ered in the war is that there are 
only two dangerous hours for trans- 
mission of malaria—at sunrise and 
sunset. Brazilians are being taught 
to remain inside screened buildings 
during these two hours, 

One phase of the war is being won 
by man, It is the battle against in- 
sects resembling roaches and which 
transmit the extremely fatal Chagas

Keep An Eye On Children 
To Safeguard Their Vision 


About ninety per cent. of all such 
accidents could be prevented, accords 
jing to Dr. Franklin M, Foote, execu. 
tive director of. the Society for the 


Prevention of Blindness, 

“Sticks ands stones, firecrackers, 
BB guns and sling shots are not 
toys,” Dr. Foote says, ‘The parents 
who let their children play with such 
things are courting trouble. The best 
way to prevent eye accidents among 
children is to keep an eye—literally 
—on them, It's during unsupervised 
play, after school, that most children 
suffer eye injuries.” 

When parents go shopping for 
toys, they should remember to check 
the safety features’as well as the en- 
tertainment value of each purchase, 

“Be sure that the toy cannot brealt 
into jagged pieces that could injure 
an eye,” Dr, Foote cautions. “Buy 
toys that are well designed. Round 
corners and blunt points are two 
good safety features, And, no mat- 
ter what the child's age, be sure that 
he can handle the toy properly. A 
tool chest that might be educational 
in the hands of Johnny can become 
as dangerous as dynamite in Bill's 
hands because Bill has no aptitude 
for tools,” 

Parents who buy bow-and-arrow 
sets should get the bow that fires a 
rubber-tipped arrow. Even then, Dr, 
Foote says, the child should be taught 
to play this game safely. For in- 
stance, one child should never stand 
near a target when another child is 
shooting.

SIMPLE RULES 


To Replace 
Broken Windows 


To replace a broken pane in an up- 
stairs window, or any place hard to 
reach, remove the sash so you can 
lay it flat and work on it properly, 

Use an old jackknife or chisel to 
remove the old putty around the 
edges, using care not to cut into the 
wood of the sash, Remove all old 
glazier's points—the triangular pieces 
of metal that hold the pane — and 
then all remaining pieces of broken 
glass. 


To set the pane, spread a thin coat 
of putty, about a 16th of an inch 
thick, on the rabbet of the sash and 
press the glass gently into it. This 
putty cushion must be even to pre- 
vent unfilled gaps and to insure a 
; Weathertight fit. This cushion also 


| will reduce your chances of cracking 
|the glass when you insert the glaz- 
ier’s points, 

Lay the points on the glass—three 
or four to a side—and press them in- 
|to the wood with the side edge of a 
|chisel or screw driver. Merely slide 
the tool over the surface of the glass 
| and press the glazier’'s point firmly 
linto the wood, leaving enough pro- 


| truding to hold the glass 

Test the pane for tightness. Re- 
move and replace any glazier points 
| where looseness is indicated,

Lunch-box time again. As the 
school-bell rings in the Fall term, 
thousands of mothers across Canada 
are back at the daily chore of pack- 
ing Junior’s school lunch, 

The big problem is how to vary 
this daily chore sufficiently to pro- 
vide, five days a week, a variety of 
nourishing and appetizing lunches. 

Home economists of the Consumer 
section, Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture, say that most meat, cheese 
or egg sandwiches can be made well 
ahead of time. The sandwiches should 
be wrapped in wax paper and stored 
in a cool place, 

Or they may be placed unwrapped 
in a pan, then completely covered 
with wax paper and a damp cloth. 
Be sure that the damp cloth does not 
touch the sandwiches. 

Fillings: Baked beans, mashed 
with chili sauce and chopped, crisp 
bacon; chopped green or ripe olives
